Use of Fireworks and 
Shipments by Express 



With the Fourth of July still, a 
month away, Frank. H. Woods, Jr.; 
president of the Illinois Society for 
the Prevention of Blindness, warned 
that dangerous and illegal fireworks 
have already resulted in ten acci- 
dents in' Illinois with eight of these 
causing serious damage to the eyes 
of children. 

Supervised public displays are 
possible in every community and are 
entirely within the letter of the 
may be .issued at least fifteen days 
law. The law provides that permits 
in advance and that the supervised 
display shall be handled by compe- 
tent persons designated by local 
authorities. 

Woods stressed that the "sale, 
use or explosion" of fireworks ex- 
cept under supervised display is 
absolutely prohibited by Illinois 
law. The law defines fireworks as 
any items which produce an audible 
effect by explosion, deflagration or 
detonation. .These include blank 
cartridges, toy cannons In which ex- 
plosives are used, batlons which re- 
quire fire underneath to propel 
them, firecrackers, torpedoes, sky- 
rockets, roman candles bombs, etc. 
The only items which the law per- 
mits are sparklers and devices in 
which paper caps are used which 
contain twenty-f i v e hundredths 
grains or less of explosive com- 
pound. Penalties are fines of $1 00 
and/or 90 days in jafl. 

Unfortunately some children are 
ordering dangerous and illegal fire- 
works by" mall. These are shipped 
to them by express. Woods urged 
parents to keep their children from 
breaking the law and to keep them 
safe from injuries which might even 
cost their lives. 

Last year illegal fireworks, ac- 
counted for 24S accidents through- 
out the state. Two. children died 
and forty had serious eye injuries 
with six resulting in loss of vision 
in one eye.

Through Supervisor William Ros- 
ing's recommendation, precincts one 
and two were reduced to make an 
additional one to.be known as No. 
4. . ' 

No.. 3 west' of the river and lakes 
is unchanged. 

No. 2 will comprise the east side 
of Milwaukee ave. (Rte. 83 and 21) 
from the state line to Lake Villa 
township, with slight exception of 
some territory west to 59 not taken 
by No. 4. 

The new No. 4 will have as its 
boundary on the cast starting at 
the town line at Loon lake, going 
north on 21 to Beach Grove road, 
then west to Rte. 59, north on 59 to 
Bowles rd., and then west tothe riv- 
er and lakes, taking in all territory 
south. 

No. 1 will take In the territory 
north of Beach Grove rd. and Bowles 
rd.|, which is the northern boundary 
of No. 4, and west of Rte. 59, which 
includes Marie, Channel Lake. Lake 
Catherine and Antioch' north and 
west of 59 west of Main st. 

Supervisor Rosing said that per- 
sons In the territory affected by the 
change are to see him or the county 
clerk in -having their certificates 
corrected. 

The board of supervisors added 
six new precincts in the county, 
making a total of 115. 

Benton precincts 2 was divided to. 
make a fourth precinct, and pre- 
cincts 2, 4, and 5 in Avon township 
were realigned to provide two new 
precincts. A single precinct in Wau- 
conda was divided to make three at 
the request of Supervisor Homer T. 
Cook.

Students Asking Military 
Deferment Told to Have 
Colleges Send Certificates 

Students seeking deferment from 
military service on the basis of 
scholastic standing should ask their 
colleges to send the necessary cer- 
tificate to their local boards with- 
out delay, Col. Paul G. Armstrong, 
State Selective Service Director, 
announced yesterday. It is the in- 
dividuals student's responsibility to 
see that his board receives the cer- 
tificate. 

Forms are available at all local 
boards, Col Armstrong said, empha- 
sizing that since they must be pre- 
pared in triplicate 'each 'student 
should obtain three copies and de- 
liver them to his college to be filled 
out The certificate, known as SSS 
Form No. 19, is the only document 
local boards will accept as evidence 
of scholastic standing. In the Chi- 
cago area, the forms are available 
at many colleges and universities 
as well as. through local boards, 
Dowhstate, an institution may ask 
the nearest local, board for enough 
forms to take cars' of its own stu- 
dents. 

The completed certificate will be 
mailed by the college direct to the' 
student's local board, Col. Arm- 
strong said. The board's decision 
on granting a deferment may bs 
ing or the score made on the Selec- 
based either upon scholastic stand- 
tice Service College Qualification 
Test. When such information is 
received, the board will classify the 
student, but in no. case may action 
be delayed after August 20.

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The "Real Cost" Of Meat 

For some reason, there seems to be more talk about 
the price of meat than almost anything else. A great 
many people are honestly under the impression that 
meat prices are simply out of all reason, even after 
giving due consideration to the general inflation. 

Well here are some facts which will help to cor- 
rect that idea. 

Meat prices, as everyone knows, are higher now 
than they were 25 or 50 years ago. So are the prices 
of practically everything else. But meat prices be- 
lieve it or not. have not increased as much as wages 
since 1901 or 1926. In other words, the "real cost" 
of meat— that is, the amount of working time a man 
must put in to buy it— is actually less than it used 
to be. 

The concrete statistics are illuminating. In 1901 
it took 52 minutes of work to buy a pound of meat. 
It took 37 minutes in 1926. It now takes 32 minutes. 
Putting the matter another way, to buy a week's sup- 
ply of meat for one person required 2.5 hours of work 
in 1901, 1.6 hours in 1926, and the present figure is 
1.5 hours. 

All consumers naturally want meat prices to come 
down. Some argue that government controls should 
be used to roll the prices back to those of an arbitrary 
past date. Unfortunately, a price which is too low 
to allow producers a reasonable profit can result in 
only one thing — production cut-backs and scarcity. 
More and more of the available supply flows into 
the black market where the few buy at exorbitant 
prices and the racketeers get rich, -but all the other 
general run of consumers do without. 



Stabilization of meat prices, like alt other prices, 
can only be accomplished through adequate produc- 
tion. All the controls in the world can't do away with 

that truism.

Object Lesson 

"Great oaks from little acorns grow" says the old 
adage. That applies perfectly to socialized electric 
power projects. 

Take the Southeastern Power Administration, for 
instance. As these bodies go, it is an Infant, not to 
be compared with such' huge examples of the super- 
state as TVA. But it is looking forward to quite a 
future. 

Here's what the Richmond, Virginia, News Leader 
had to say recently: "The SEPA is an objest lesson 
in bureaucracy, how it comes to be, how it digs in, 
how it grows. An Act of Congress father it. The 
Secretary of Interior simply created it, one day In 
March, 1950, from a rib of the TVA. . . .In 1950 it had 
four employes; this year it has 27; next year It will 
have 50. In 1950 it spent $55,000; this year It will 
spend $300,000; next year It proposes to spend $0,350,- 
000. Three public power projects already are oper- 
ating in the 10-State domain of SEPA. Four others 
are to begin spinning within the next two years. 
Twenty-two others have been authorized. Maps have 
been drawn for a basic transmission net-work to be 
tied in with more than 400 REA cooperatives and 
public bodies. A scheme Is taking shape to link to- 
gether a dozen municipally owned steam plants in 
North Carolina. South Carolina and Georgia to work 
in integrated fashion with the hydroelectric facilities 
of the SEPA." 

Revealing insight into SEPA was gained when, 
last February, a Congressman asked its administrator 
to estimate the total cost of all its plans and projects. 
Here was tho answer: "The total estimate to the 
government, just a wild guess, is three to four billion 
dollars. . . .Three, four, five, I think that is as near 
as we could guess." 

There you have it. If the SEPA forces havfc their 
way, this agency will, in time, dominate a whole 
great region— precisely as TVA dominates its region. 
Nobody, it is clear, has the slightest idea of what SEPA 
might cost, and nobody seems to care — after all, its 
the taxpayers who must foot the bill. And, in the 
process, state socialism will make another great step 
forward. 

To quote the News Leader once more, "Socialism 
comes mighty easy — the ether smells so sweet! — -but 
the post-operative sickness may prove more that the 
patient can survive."

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Legislative Report 



This column of Legislative com- 
mon is written especially for . the 

Antioch News by Rep. Harvey Pear- 
sonj eighth district representative 
Republican, in the Illinois general, 
assembly. 

Several measures of special in- 
terest in the Eighth District went 
to the Illinois senate this week with 
house approval. 

One scries of bills consolidates 
dairy activities of the state under 
the department of agriculture. Ob- 
jections to removing some of the 
Inspection functions from the de- 
partment of health were met by 
amendments to the bill. I supported 
It after learning it had the approval 
of Health Director Dr. Roland Cross. 

Another measure establishes a 
new plumbers' license code for Illi- 
nois, badly needed for the protection 
of the public's health since the old 
law was thrown out by the Supreme 
Court last year. 

(Editor's Note— The Antiooh Village 
board doesn't agree with Pearson.) 

The house also passed and sent 
to the governor a bill that will allow 
underground storage of natural gas 
in norther Illinois. It 'gives utility 
companies the right of eminent do- 
main for that purpose, and they es- 
timate it will mean they can pro- 
vide natural gas heat to another 
half million residents of our part 
of the state. 

Representatives of coal mining 
districts fought the bill vigorously, 
but the legislature decided it was 
In the best interests of a majority 
of the population and wouldn't hurt 
the coal industry unduly. 

We. also put through a bill allow- 
ing county public welfare employes 
to come under civil service. I 
sponsored that measure for transfer 
of their merit system rating to civil 
service, and got a unanimous vote 
<on the bill. 

|$'*The house was heavily opposed, 
yithough, to a bill calling for real 
[estate taxes on permanent house 
^trailers. It was voted down by 
• a wide margin. But we are going to 
.'continue our efforts to find way to 
•get trailer occupants to pay their 
fair share of the cost of govern- 
ment in our schools. 

Several other bills in the legis- 
lature deal with trailer camp li- 
censing, and we hope to amend 
one of these so that permanent 
residents of those camps will con- 
tribute as other. citizens do. 

My request for a state vetera- 
erian in McHenry county has. had 
a favorable response, and the agri- 
culture department is now planning 
to set up that job soon..

Increasing the life of your bat- 
teries will become more and more 
Important as a conservation mea- 
sure now that battery production la 
being reduced sharply because of 
growing defense production. 

Rotation gets ultimate service 
out of dry cell flashlight batteries

W. S. Allen, general manager of 
the Electrical Division of Olin In- 
dustries, Inc., New Haven, Conn. 

Users of two-cell flashlights, for 
example, should have a minimum 
of three sets of batteries and should 
change them every day for effective 
rotation, Mr. Allen said.
